probe. 


Russian scientists lost contact 
with the satellite about 15 days 
atter it was launched on 
February 12, and it is now well 
fever’ 30 million miles away in 
space. 


After studying signals te- 
ceived by the giant radio t¢le- 
ecope at Jodrell Bank, in 
Cheshire, Moscow has sent Pro- 
| fessor Anna Masewiteh, head of 
ithe Russisn tracking . network, 
jond Dr Khodarey, an expert on 
the Venus probe, to Britain. 


3 MONTHS’ SILENCE 


Professor Masewitch Is a per- 
sonal friend of Professor Sir 
Bernard Lovell, Direetcr of 
Jodrell Bank. : 


The Russian decision to send 
two experts to use the British 
telescope followed Sir Bernard’s 
attempt last meuth to regaia 
contact wiih the recket probe 
after three months of silence. 


At that tlme the rocket was 
due to be at its nearest approach 
to Venus and Jodrell Bank pick- 
ed up unidentifiable signals 
after the telescope had been 
trained—at Russia's direct re- 
quest—on the predicted course 
of the rocket, which was about 
30 million miles from the earth. 


Sir Bernard felt that the 
signals might be associated 
with the probe, but only the 
Russians could be sure -—- so 
tape recordings of the signals 
were flown to Moscow.—Reuter,

Now the popular -war hero 
was wanted for murder. He fled 
the country, smuggled out on a 
British shlp, and took refuge in 
Communist China where he or- 
ganiscd a “Free Siam” move- 
ment. It {s still understood that 
he would be put on trial for 
murder if he ever returned to his 
countrys. 

Pridi was not the only man 
accused. One of his aldes was 
named as’ the assassin and he, 
too, fled the country. Those in 
oppsition to the new Government 
suggested that he had been de- 
INberately allowed to escape be- 
cause there was no case ayainst 
him. 

The authoritles did not stop 
there. After long investhga- 
tlons, they arrested the iIstc 
King’s private secretary ond 
three other members of = the 
Royal Houschold.

As for the King, he was not 
the kind of man te have violent 
enemies. He was nine years old 
when he owas procluimed 
monarch, contInucd his educa- 
tion in Switzerland until his 
coming-of-age, then returned to 
Bangkok as a most democratic 
ruler. 

Evidence certainly suggests 
that it was an “inside job." Was 
it an accident reconstructed to 
look ‘ike murder? Was the 
motive political power-—using 
the crime os an excuse to over- 
throw the Government? 

There are probably people 
sul alive who could explain the 
mystery. But the secret of the 
strange death of King Anandu 
of Siam may be kept forever 
beneath the golden spires and 
upeurling eaves of the Royal 
Palace.

It was nearly o year. before 
Seal, still only partly repaired, 
was commussiuned In the 
German Navy with the Istters 
UB en her hull. 

Despite the lavish expenditure 
of time and money, she never 
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JOURNEY’S END: 


became a_ satisfactory seabvat 
again. Her damage was tov 
great. And the difficulties of 
maintaining machinery for 
which there was no reserve of 
spares was a crippling handicap. 


The Germans used her partly 
as a propaganda exhibit, and 
partly in an Instructional role. 


At Inst, common sense pre-" 
vailed, and in 1943 the High 
Command abandoned all hope 
ef sending her out to sink 
British shipping. She was 
stripped of all her cquipment 
and her hull was left lylng 
derelict in one of the basins of 
Kiel doekyard. 


There she ‘was later hit and 
sunk during an Allied bombing 


raid. 


KEPT APART 


To Kiel, too, were taken Scal's 
crew. The .oflicers were sent to 
an old fort) on the outskirts of 
the town, the petty oMcers and 
ratings were quartered in the 
naval barracks. 


And, {n Kiel, but kept apart 
from his crew, was Sval's cap- 
tain, Lieut-Command?r Rupert 
Lonsdale, who had been flown 
Into captivity by the scaplanc 
which foreed Seal’s surrender. 
His first prison was Kicl’s 
gunnery school. 


THE REASON 


The Germans had a specific 
reason for not immediately dis- 
persing the men from Seal into 
normal prisoner-of-war camps. 
They Intended first to carry out 
a complete interrogation, and a 
special Tntelllgence team, part 
elvillan and = part naval, was 
sent ta Kiel for this purpase. 


Interview boards were set up, 
and members of Senl's crew 
were called before them for long 
sessions of questioning. 


Many of the inquiries could 
have been answered without dis- 
closing worthwhile information. 
Then would come the casual 
question which might lead to 
some breach of security- 


Pno farm of — pressyre 
exerted was: “Just answer 
a few simple questions ond we 
wlll broadcast to Britain’ that 
you are safe. Your wife must 
be worrying about you..." 


The Germans were particular- 
ly anxious to obtain information 
about Scal’s Asdic cqulpment — 
the highly seeret device which, 
by the use of echoes, coyld de- 
tect the position of other ships. 
At that stnge in the war, pos- 
session of Asdle was the Royal 
Navy’s one oo ygrfat advantage 
over the Germans. 


One small piece of ‘informa- 
tion was unwittingly disclosed: 
that the cquipment . gaye 
simultaneous information about 
ronge and direction of other 
ships. But that was all, ofter 
a month of intensive and sicitled 
questioning. z 


SEQUEL 


Years later there was one 
unpleasant scquel to the Kiel in- 
terrogation. 


The Germans did eventually 
ebtain Information about Asdic, 
which was used by other war- 
ships as well ag submarines. And 
when this beeame known [n the 

riscn camps, Scal's crew found 
themselves held responsible.

the fact that the clreumstances 
of Seal's surrender had never 
been publicly disclosed, imposed 
special burdens on Seal's crew. 
Even at home there were slan- 
derous rumours, One man's 
wife wrote to him saying that 
she “did not wish to remain 
married to a coward.” 


For most of Seal’s crew it 
was to be five years before they 
could tell their familles | what 
really happened. 


But some, at least, were de- 
termined not to walt until the 
end of the war. 


At the prison camp at Thorn, 
in Poland, Seal’s crew were & 
tiny group of sailors among 
thousands of soldiers, But a 
man from Seal was among a 
party which tried to escape from 
Thorn. 


He was Petty OMcer Barnes. 
He concocted “a plan with one 
of the Army sergeant-majors in 
the camp, a Regular Soldier in a 
Hussar regiment. 


Together they took part in a 
break-out by a dozen or more 
men. But as soon as they were 
clear, Barnes and the sergeant- 
major deliberately separated 
frum the other men, : 


BY NIGHT 


The escape had been at night 
and it was by night that the two 
men moved, lying up during the 
day. 


For days and nights on cnd 
they seemed never to leave
